refused, The interview Insted over an hour,
No one was presens during the Interview, Not
coming in an official eapacity, the visit of the
Secretary did not in the slightest degree par-
take of the charaoter of an otficial visit, and it
would be simply absurd to attach to it the lens:

He however prasod that the blessing of Al
mighty God may rest upon the Presiaent, and
that the Lorl wounld give him the requisie
wisdom and strength to perform his important
duties, To this the brethren responded with an
emphatic “Amen,"”

The Presudent thanked the delegutes sincerely
for the comphmoent which they had paid him by
this viet, He trasted that the prayer they hud
ollered would be beard and aonswercd by the
